‘More male students get HPV 
vaccination, prevent transmission

Cal State Long Beach’s male. stu- 
dents are receiving more HPV vaccina- 
tions than in the past, according to the 
Health Resource Center on campus. 

The Human Papillomavirus, known 
as HPY, is the most common sexually 
transmitted virus in the United States, 
according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

During the 2010-11 academic year, a 


total of 213 students received the HPV 
vaccination, an increase from 95 stu- 
dents in the 2009-10 year, according to 
a survey conducted by the Health Re- 
source Center on campus. 

During the fall 2011 semester, 121 
students received the HPV vaccination 
and 13 percent of those recipients were 
men. 

Heidi Burkey, a Health Resource 
Center coordinator, said an increasing 
number of men are receiving the vac- 
cination since it has become available. 

“Men are interested because ies 
are a part of the transmission process,” 
Burkey said. 


The FDA approved an HPV vaccine 
for men in 2010, although the FDA ap- 
proved the same vaccination for wom- 
en four years earlier, according to the 
American Social Health Association 
(ASHA). 

There are approximately 100 strains 
of HPV, according to the ASHA. Some 
forms of HPV spread because of skin- 
to-skin contact between males and 
females during sexual conduct. HPV 
has 40 strains of the virus that trans- 
mit sexually, and a few of them result

ASI applications close 
‘Feb. 16; elections 
occur March 19 to 22.

prepare students to select Associated 
Students Inc. candidates as elections 
are quickly approaching. 

Elections are held once a year in the 
spring. Students are elected to the ex- 
ecutive and legislative positions in or- 
der to govern Associated Students Inc. 
Applications opened in December 


and are set to close Feb. 16. Elections 
are held online through a campus-wide 
email from March 19 to March 22. 
According to Leonardo Palomera, 
government elections officer, appli- 
cants usually wait until the last minute 
to submit their applications as a strate- 
gy to remain anonymous to their com- 
petition. Because of this, the positions 


' do not get filled until the deadline. 


“In order for a position to be filled, 
we need ‘one more as needed’ for that 
position,” Palomera said. 

Any student is generally eligible to 
run for ASI as long as they are at least 
a part-time student and have at least a 
2.0 grade point average. The Dean of 
Students verifies that the students who 
apply meet these qualifications. 

The number of applicants varies 
from position to position. For example, 


the president only needs two candi- 
dates in order for the position to be 
filled. In the case of a shortage of ap- 
plicants for a position, ASI will open 


another filling round from Feb. 21 to 


Feb. 28 for positions that have not yet 
been filled. 

After positions are filled, a man- 
datory candidate meeting is held on 
March 6 and March 7. At these meet- 
ings, candidates receive an election 
handbook and are explained the.cam- 
paigning rules. ~ 

“We go through all the policies and 
procedures,” Palomera said.. “If they 
don’t show up to the meetings, they 
can’t run.” 

Immediately after the mandatory 
candidate meetings, students can of- 
ficially begin public campaigning by 
setting up posters, Facebook pages, 


giving presentations to classes or any- 
thing else they want to do. 

Although candidates are allowed 
to campaign freely for the most part, 
there.are a few violations that they can 
be penalized for. A minor violation 
could result in loss of campaigning 
privileges for a few days. A major vio- 
lation could result in the dismissal of 
the candidate. 

The minor violations include, but 
are not limited to, excessive posters, 
posting over other candidates materi- 
als and posting in the wrong areas. 
The major violations include, but are 
not limited to, removing or damaging 


other candidates’ materials or encour- 


aging, aiding or abetting a student to- 
cast a fraudulent vote. 

Leading up to the week of elections, 
candidates are able to market them- 


selves to students through a press con- 
ference, which will be held on March 
12 from noon to | p.m. Candidates 


_ will be given a chance to state their 


platform and the media will be’ able to 
ask questions. The press conference is 
open to the public. 

The day after the press conference, 
ASI will promote voting with the Get 
Out the Vote event. During this event, 
ASI members encourage students to 
vote by informing them about ASI and 
their contributions to the campus. This 
year, ASI will be handing out pam- 
phlets with summaries of each candi- ° 
date.

Dinning halls at the Residence Com- 
mons and Parkside Commons will be 
upgraded to look more like the dining 
hall at the Residential Learning College. 

According to Housing Director Car- 
ol Roberts-Corb, the project will cost 
approximately $3 million and is still in 
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the U.S. House. His job duties are to 
run the office, assist the staff and attend 
briefings, among other things.

Students do not have to pay for the 
vaccination because of private insur- 
ance companies and The Patient Assis- 
tance Program on campus.

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L.A. school district mishandled sex abuse scandal 


The LA County School District has 
received public backlash after it was 
revealed on Friday that they paid a 
Miramonte Elementary School teacher 

$40,000 
to resign

being 
involved in a sex scandal with his 
students. 

The'teacher, Mark Berndt, is ac- 
cused of feeding his semen to his 
students, ages 6 to 10; during what he 
called “tasting games” in the class- 
room. He was being investigated by the 
LA County Sheriff’s Department for 
such lewd acts, and resigned in June 
after the school paid him the money, 
which is equivalent to five months of 
his current salary. : 

This is not the first time Miramonte 
Elementary has been caught up ina 
molestation scandal. Another teacher, 
Martin Springer, was charged in 2009 
for committing lewd acts with a girl 
in one of his classes. He was released 
early, and was fixed with a court- 
ordered ankle monitor. 

The worst thing about this story 
is that the parents of the children at 
Miramonte were never actually told 
about Springer’s arrest years ago. Now 
that a similar crime has taken place, 
it seems that the school has not been 
doing proper background checks on its 
teachers, and it is possible that some 
of these horrific acts could have been 
avoided. 

The school responded drastically 
by replacing their entire 120-member 
staff. At least 85 teachers were reas- 
signed just because of the scandal, 
and the school’s desire to avoid any 


distrust from parents. According to CBS News, only 68 percent of 
Miramonte students returned to class after the change. 
There is no reason for all these teachers to have to change jobs 
_ just because the school made a mistake and hired some perverts. 
The school should have instead looked into its hiring process and 


more. 


maybe included stricter standards for the teachers they hire. all are. 


Furthermore, keeping the scandals under wraps and even paying 
the teacher to resign makes them look even worse. Maybe if they 
had been more up front with the parents, fired the teachers im- 
mediately and explained the situation, the parents would trust them 


Also, the school district will have to pay about $5.7 million to 
replace the teachers, which is a huge expense to endure with this 
economy. It would have been much cheaper to keep some of the 
previous staff after doing a second background check. Just because 
two of the teachers turned out to be pedophiles.doesn’t mean they 


Another problem is that some of the parents were afraid to report 
the teachers to the police because they are illegal immigrants and 
may get deported. This has caused Assemblyman Tom Ammiano to 
propose a bill that would protect illegal immigrants from depérta- 
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tion in situations like this. This bill is necessary because parents 


should always be able to protect children from abuse without the 
fear of deportation. 

School officials need to stop keeping scandals like these under 
wraps just to avoid confrontation. After the Sandusky case it is 
clear that these things always become worse when they are kept 
from the public. J 

Maybe if Miramonte had told the parents about the previous 
teacher’s arrest, parents would be more aware of who’s teaching 
their students and Mark.

Bill to help middle-income students is a step in the right direction 


Here at CSULB, it seems like every day we 
hear news of budget cuts and tuition increases. 
California as a whole has been economically 
screwed for a while, so it’s never too surpris- 


ing when we hear about that. But, after

about the proposed cuts to Cal Grants earlier this 
week, there’s a new bill being pushed that would 
actually help students pay for college, instead of 


screwing them over like we’ve-become 
tomed to. 
Wednesday, Assembly Speaker John 


accus- 


Perez 


(D-Los Angeles) proposed a plan that would cut 
tuition and fees for middle-income students by 
two-thirds. The plan would help these students 

at CSU and UC schools, resulting in a lighter fi- 
nancial burden for an estimated 192,000 students. 
Considering all the financial setbacks we’ve had 


within the CSU over the last few years, 
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a hell of a lot of students getting aid. It almost 
seems like it’s the least the state could do in order 
to make up for all the tuition hikes. 

Cal Grants are generally reserved for the low- 
est income students, leaving students who are 
middle-of-the-road to pay for college themselves. 
It’s not uncommon for those students to have 
to live at home, work crazy hours, or cut back 
on other expenses in order to 
pay for school. The Cal Grant 
system as it currently stands 
bestows money on student from 
households earning up to $70,000 annually. 

It’s frustrating for students who reside just 
above that line to get edged out of the program 
despite barely missing the qualifications. This 
new bill would help ease the stress of some of 
those students. 
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Of course, there are a ton of factors that need 
to be considered when it comes to the plan. 
Under Perez’s system, middle-income CSU 
students would be able to get up to $4,000 a year 
or $16,000 over a four-year span. Eligible students 
would come from households that earn less than 
$150,000 annually and would only qualify if they 
do not already receive money from the Cal Grant 


system. 
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But, in order to get the money 
to fund the program, Perez seeks 
to raise taxes, which would. require 
votes from both Democrats and Republicans, 
which is pretty unlikely. 

Proposing to raise taxes will never go over well 
_and giving money to students is usually last on 
everyone’s priority list. 
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Republican Leader Bob Huff maintain that 
Democrats should shift their focus on balancing 
the state budget and lowering pensions before 
tackling the higher education problem. Education 
— getting the shaft once again. 

Only time will tell how much longer California 
‘college students will have to deal with paying 
more tuition with less money. It doesn’t seem 
like there’s a reprieve anywhere on the horizon, 
though. 

’ This new plan to help middle-income students 
certainly won’t solve all our problems, but it at 
least gives a little toward a group of students who 
could really use it. 

Hopefully, the plan — or some form of it — will 
pass; but until then I say, good luck everyone.

1 package 16 oz frozen strawber- 
ries, thawed 

1/4 cup sugar 

1/4 cup water 


Directions: 

1) Take one sleeve of graham 
crackers and break them into halves. 
Put the graham cracker pieces into a 
plastic Ziploc baggie and close. Use 
a coffee cup to crush until graham 
crackers are very fine. This should 
produce | % cups graham cracker 
crumbs, but more graham crackers 


can be crushed if necessary. 

2) Preheat oven to 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit. In a bowl, combine the 
graham cracker crumbs with the 
butter and two tablespoons sugar. 
Press the graham cracker mixture 
into a spring form pan and set 
aside. 

3) In a large bowl, cream the 
softened cream cheese with the sugar 
and vanilla extract. 

4) Separate the egg whites and 
yolks into separate bowls, beating 
each with a whisk. Then one at a 
time, add the egg whites and yolks 
into the cream cheese mixture. Add 
the sour cream and mix thoroughly. 
Pour the-mixture into the graham 
cracker crust. ; 

5) Bake for 30 minutes at 350 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Then, turn the oven 
off and leave the cheesecake inside 
for an additional 30 minutes. Let the 
cheesecake chill in the refrigerator 
for four to eight hours. 

6) To make the strawberry puree 
topping, combine strawberries, sugar 
and water in a blender and blend until 
smooth. When you're ready to serve 
the cheesecake, pour the strawberry 
puree on top and enjoy.

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Dirtbags looking 
to return to form 


LBSU is hoping to 
improve on its 29- 
27 record from last 
season.

Going into 2011, the Long Beach 
State baseball team’ looked poised to 
register its third straight losing season, 
especially with two-thirds of the its 
roster being overturned. However, the 
freshmen-laden team was able to win 
five of its last seven games to finish at 
29-27, giving the Dirtbags a glimmer of 
hope for the future. 

First-year head coach Troy Buckley 
had the daunting task of returning the 
Dirtbags program to Big West Confer- 
ence contention with a roster full of 
newcomers, and accomplished that in 
just one year — finishing fourth in con- 
ference play. Buckley’s first year on the 
job included series wins over UC Irvine 
and Cal Poly, both teams that finished 


‘ahead of LBSU in conference stand- 


ings. 

This year, Buckley will look to capi- 
talize on last year’s success with 22 re- 
turning players, many of which are in 
their second season with the -program 


to replace the likes of Andrew Gass 
Kirk Singer and Mike Marjama, all 
of whom were drafted last June in the 
2011 Major League Baseball First-year 
Player Draft. 

“Yeah, those-[drafted players] were 
big for us, but we have [returning play- 
ers] that have gone through the rigors of 
a full season,” Buckley said. “We had 
[a majority of the team] last year that 
didn’t know what to expect and now 
they’re experienced.” 

Coming off of a rough, yet success- 
ful season for many of the fresh-faced 
Dirtbags, they can now put the Pac-12- 
heavy schedule in their rearview mir- 
ror for friendlier foes. LBSU will face 
Virginia Commonwealth University in 
a three-game series at home to begin 
the season on Feb. 17. 

According to Baseball America, the 
most notable opponents LBSU will 
face are No. 17-ranked Arizona State 
in a three-game home series, two mid- 
week games against No. 14 UCLA and 
of course, two highly anticipated three 
game-sets with Big West-foe No. 25 Cal 
State Fullertqn. 

“We'll have to use the non-confer- 


ence schedule to figure out who will

win permanent jobs,’ Buckley said. 
“We held our own with a lot of un- 
known [players] last year, but the team 
has to win and we can win these games. 
That’s where the ee comes in 
and that will help us.’ 

After the opening VCU series ‘at 


Blair Field the schedule calls for games 
with Pac-12 powers in USC, Oregon, 
Cal, and the aforementioned UCLA and 
Arizona State, with a midweek visit by 


the Tony Gwynn-led San Diego State - 


Aztecs in between. Last year, the Dirt- 
bags faced eight of the ten then Pac-10 
teams. 


Leading the way in replacing the 


drafted ex-Dirtbags will be senior 
right-handed pitcher Shawn’ Stuart. 
Stuart is the strong favorite to claim the 
prestigious Friday night starter’s role 
for the Dirtbags, a slot that Anaheim 
Angels star Jered Weaver once held. 

_ “Shawn wasn’t 100 percent at times 
last year, but pitched extremely well 
with what he had,” Buckley said. “I 
think that his saving grace is knowing 
that he can still win with his 70 percent. 


He’s a huge part of this team and he’s: 


slated to go’on Friday night and that 


means a lot at [Long Beach State].” 

Stuart battled through the 2011 
season with elbow trouble yet placed 
second on the Dirtbags with 13 games 
started behind Gagnon to go along with 
a miniscule 3.19 earned run average. 

Candidates to’ fill the other two 
weekend rotation slots consist of right- 
handed pitchers senior Matt Johnson, 
sophomore Jon Maciel, as well as soph- 
omore southpaw Ryan Strufing. 

As for the bullpen, junior Eddie Ma- 


gallon will return to the closers role 


after recording 9 saves in 2011. Magal- 
lon also led the pitching staff with 23 
appearances. 

Returning to start at their respective 
positions in 2012 are senior centerfield- 
er Brennan Metzger, junior infielder 
Matt Duffy, sophomore second base-

Ino Patron. 

While offense wasn’t one of the 
strong suits of last year’s team then- 
freshman Ino Patron stood out amongst 


' the surplus of newcomers. Patron led 


the Dirtbags with three home runs to 
go with 24 runs batted in. 

This year’s version of Patron could 
be freshman outfielder Richard Prigata- 
no, who was ranked as the No. 14 player 
in the nation in this year’s freshman 
class by Baseball America. 

“What Prig does is that he stretches 
out our line-up; he makes people have 
to.pitch to other guys in the middle of 
the order,” Buckley said. “Overall, we 
are deeper and we’ll be more offensive- 
minded without losing that situation 
hitting we had last year.”
